Friends and family of a tragic 
couple from Tadworth who died 
within hours of each other have 
paid tribute to a “good friend”, a 
“beautiful sister” and a “wonder¬ 
ful husband”. 

Lee Taylor, 48, was found dead 
on Sunday - the day after the un¬ 
expected death of his wife Carole 
Taylor, 45. 

One of their neighbours in 
Headley Drive, Tadworth said she 
believed that Mrs Taylor had died 
from a stroke on Saturday, April 

23. 

Mr Taylor was reported miss¬ 
ing after he was dropped off at his 
home by family members at about 
8pm that evening. 

A police search was launched 
and a body was found in Dorking 
at about 11.25pm on Sunday, April 

24. 

Mr Taylor’s daughter Lauren 
posted a photo of her father on 
Facebook in a white t-shirt, rais¬ 
ing a glass, in tribute. 

She also wrote: “RIP dad. [I’m] 
going to miss you so much.” 



Carole’s brother Steve Pratt 
posted three pictures of the cou¬ 
ple on Facebook and wrote in 
tribute: “My beautiful sister and 
her wonderful husband. The true 
meaning of forever true love. May 
you both rest in peace with each 
other. 

“We will all be waving at the 
stars tonight knowing you two 
are together forever. We love you 
both.” 

A friend of Mr Taylor, who did 
not wish to be named, said: “He 
was a very good friend and a good 
man. 

“There are some of his family 
who do not know yet, so I wouldn’t 
like to say anything more.” 

Members of the public post¬ 
ed missing person appeals on 


Facebook in a bid to find Mr Tay¬ 
lor on Sunday, and later shared 
their condolences after the dis¬ 
covery of his body 

Jenni Fullick wrote: “So sad, 
poor guy He will be reunited 
with his wife who he obvious¬ 
ly couldn’t live without. Rest in 
peace.” 

Pauline Cumberland wrote: 
“This poor soul, he couldn’t live 
without the woman he loved. I 
hope they are reunited.” 

Irene Carroll wrote: “How very 
sad to not be able to face life with¬ 
out his loved one. So much sad¬ 
ness for one family - my thoughts 
are with them. May they rest in 
peace together.” 

A Surrey Police spokesman 
said: “A body, believed to be that 
of missing Tadworth man Lee 
Taylor, has been found in the 
Dorking area. 

“The body was found around 
11.25pm on April 24, during a 
search for the missing 48-year- 
old. 

“Although formal identifica¬ 
tion has not yet taken place, the 
family of Mr Taylor has been in¬ 
formed. 

“Our thoughts are with them at 
this difficult time.”

Brownies turning into rocket scientists 


A TROOP of Brownies from Ew¬ 
ell have started a voyage of dis¬ 
covery by planting seeds taken 
into space by British astronaut 
Tim Peake. 

The 1st Ewell Village (St 
Mary’s) Brownies are one of 
10,000 schools and youth groups 
who received a packet of 100 
seeds flown to the International 
Space Station (ISS) in Septem¬ 
ber 2015, and safely returned to 
Terra Firma in March. 

The Brownies received their 
packet this week and planted 
them during a group session on 
Thursday, March 21. 

The troop, as well as their 


9,999 fellow budding scientists, 
are now growing the space 
seeds alongside seeds which re¬ 
mained on Earth. 

They will measure the differ¬ 
ences over seven weeks, before 
sending the results for analysis 
by professional biostatisticians. 

It is hoped the nationwide 
science experiment will encour¬ 
age the Brownies to think more 
about how we could preserve 
human life on another planet 
in the future, what astronauts 
need to survive long-term mis¬ 
sions in space and the difficul¬ 
ties surrounding growing fresh 
food in challenging climates. 


District commissioner Mary 
Zoeller said: “We are very ex¬ 
cited to be taking part in Rock¬ 
et Science. This experiment is 
a fantastic way of teaching our 
Brownies and Guides to think 
more scientifically.” 

Rocket Science is a project 
from the UK Space Agency to 
celebrate British ESA astronaut 
Tim Peake’s Principia mission 
to the ISS and inspire young 
people to look into careers in 
science, technology, engineer¬ 
ing and maths subjects.

“All responses will be fed 
into the final report, pro¬ 
duced by an independent 
research company once the 
consultation has closed, 
which will help inform the 
final outcome,” he said.

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THE parents of murdered 
Epsom teenager Dominic 
Bernard were due to fly to 
Guyana today (Thursday) to 
bring his body home. 

Andrew and Linda Ber¬ 
nard have faced an agonising 
four month wait for DNA 
testing to confirm that the 
remains found in a shallow 
grave was that of their miss¬ 
ing 18-year-old son. 

With tests having con¬ 
firmed the worst, the couple 
are due to travel to South 
America to formally receive 
the body and begin the pro¬ 
cess of repatriating Dominic. 

Speaking to the Guardian 
ahead of their journey, Mr 
Bernard said: “We would 
like to update the people of 
Epsom and personally thank 
them for their support and 
prayers during this difficult 
time. 

“After nearly four months 
since the discovery of the 
body we have finally received 
the results of the DNA test¬ 


ing which confirmed the 
body is that of our beloved 
son Dominic. 

“I am not sure whether 
to be happy or sad as we 
have been waiting so long, I 
don’t know what to feel to be 
honest.” 

Dominic disappeared 
shortly after travelling 
to Timehri in Guyana on 
October 14. 

He was supposed to return 
to England on November 5, 
but after he failed to return 
home, his family raised the 


alarm and an investigation 
was launched. 

Dominic’s badly decom¬ 
posed body was discovered 
in a shallow grave on Friday, 
January 8 near to the area he 
was scheduled to stay in. A 
hammer - thought to be one 
of the murder weapons - was 
recovered. 

His godbrother, Aaron 
Hing, 22, and 23-year-old 
Staymon George have been 
charged with the murder, and 
a man and two women also 
appeared before a judge ac¬ 


cused of helping bury Domi¬ 
nic’s body. 

His father Andrew said the 
loss of Dominic had taken a 
terrible toll on his family, de¬ 
spite them seeking comfort 
in their religious faith. 

“I came home from work 
on Friday and Madison our 
youngest daughter was in 
tears as she said she missed 
Dom,” he said. 

“I tried my best to comfort 
her but at the same time I felt 
so hopeless and wanted to cry 
with her. The bible says he 
will not give you more than 
you can handle but I’ll be 
honest and say I’m not sure 
how much more I can handle. 

“I need time to grieve for 
my son but at the same time 
I feel if I open the door to 
grieving I may not be able to 
close it. 

“My wife grieves daily for 
her son and as husband and 
father I struggle to know how 
to console her.” 

The family hopes to hold a 
short service for Dominic on 
Sunday May 1 while they are 
in Guyana, followed by a cele¬ 
bration of his life when they 
return to the UK. 


TRIAL SET: A date has been 
set for the trial of Spencer 
Hannan, 41, of Derek Avenue, 
Epsom, who has denied four 
counts of non-penetrative sexual 
activity with a 14-year-old boy. 
He entered the plea at Redhill 
Magistrates’ Court on Monday, 
April 25. All four charges relate 
to alleged incidents between 
September 1 and December 31, 
2013, and all involve the same 
alleged victim. Mr Hannan will 
face a jury trial at Guildford 
Crown Court on Monday, May 
23. 

HORSE SCARE: Police were 
called after concerned pas¬ 
sers-by saw a horse “galloping” 
alongside Longmead Road in 
Epsom. A member of the public, 
who raised the alarm, said she 
was shocked to see the dis¬ 
tressed animal running in circles 
and feared it could get on to the 
road and cause an accident. 
Police attended at 8.15pm on 
Monday, April 25.

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NEARLY 90 per cent of chil¬ 
dren starting primary school 
in September in Epsom and 
Ewell will be going to their 
first-choice school - ten per¬ 
centage points above the 
county average. 

Across Surrey 82.4 per 
cent of reception age appli¬ 
cants were offered their first 
preference school - down 
from 83.1 per cent last year. 

Parents found out which 
primary school their child 
will attend on National Offer 
Day - Monday, April 18. 

Of Epsom and Ewell’s 925 
primary school starters, 828 
(89.5 per cent) were granted 
their first choice, according 
to figures released by Surrey 
County Council this week. 

Seventy-seven children 
(8.3 per cent) in the borough 
will go to their second choice, 
while 20 (2.1 per cent) will at¬ 
tend their third choice. 

Parents of primary school 
starters in neighbouring 


Reigate and Banstead will be 
similarly happy as 1,447 (88.4 
per cent) of the borough’s 
1,636 reception intake will be 
heading to their first choice. 

And in Mole Valley, 90.7 
per cent (749) of the district’s 
intake will be going to their 
first choice. 

Children who are or have 
been in care are prioritised 
first when deciding how 
school places are assigned, 


and those with exceptional 
social or medical needs are 
the second priority. 

Siblings of pupils already 
at the school are next on the 
list, followed by those who 
live nearest to a particular 
school. 

Figures released by the 
county council on Tuesday 
revealed that the number of 
students offered their first 
choice of primary school 


across the county went down 
by 0.7 per cent from last year 
to 82.4 per cent, while the 
number applying for recep¬ 
tion places rose by two per 
cent to around 279 - enough 
to fill a new one-form prima¬ 
ry school. 

Linda Kemeny, the county 
council’s cabinet member 
for schools, skills and edu¬ 
cational achievement, said: 
“We’re pleased that more 
than four in five Surrey chil¬ 
dren seeking reception plac¬ 
es have got into the primary 
school they wanted despite 
another rise this year in the 
number of applications. 

“There has been a small 
decline in the proportion 
being offered their first pref¬ 
erence school which may be 
linked to the increase in de¬ 
mand for places we’re seeing 
in Surrey. Ninety per cent of 
Surrey primary schools are 
now rated good or outstand¬ 
ing by Ofsted. 

“Over the next five years, 
we know we need to find a 
further 11,000 places across 
our primary and secondary 
schools.”

Grieving parents say grand prix fans at risk in danger city 

Road safety plea to FI 
chiefs over Baku race

PARENTS of a man killed in 
a road accident in Baku have 
called on Formula One’s govern¬ 
ing body to do more to improve 
road safety in the city ahead 
of its first grand prix in the 
summer. 

Micah Maxwell-Milne, 23, 
from Banstead, was killed after 
the Mercedes he was travelling 
in collided with a Ford Transit 
in the city centre last year. 

He was working for the com¬ 
pany staging the opening and 
closing ceremonies at last year’s 
controversial European Games 
in Baku, Azerbaijan, and was 
killed while travelling back from 
a night shift in the centre. 

His mother, Jennifer Max¬ 
well-Milne, said Formula One 
and Federation Internationale 
De L’Automobile (FIA) had a 
duty to do more to improve road 
safety in Baku. 

She said: “The FIA and the 
Azerbaijan government have a 
duty to make sure more is done 
to protect those travelling there, 


and FI owe it to the fans travel¬ 
ling from all over the world to 
the event, to ensure their safety 

“We hope they will listen to 
us, and work with us to do some¬ 
thing positive.” 

Azerbaijan has one of the 
worst road safety records in 
Europe, and according to World 
Health Organization (WHO) it 
sees 1,265 deaths from road traf¬ 
fic accidents a year. 


This is an estimated road traf¬ 
fic death rate of 10 per 100,000 of 
the population, compared to 2.9 
per 100,000 in the UK. 

Thousands of people are set 
to flock to the European FI 
Grand Prix, which will be held 
in Baku for the first time in June 
- almost a year after the death of 
Mrs Maxwell-Milne’s son.

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Group hoping to turn derelict Grade II listed building into arts hub while preserving heritage 

Society’s £10,000 boost for chapel

A TEAM trying to turn a 
derelict chapel into a thriv¬ 
ing arts hub received a vote 
of confidence to the tune of 
£10,000 from the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund (HLF). 

The Horton Chapel Arts 
and Heritage Society was 
awarded a £10,000 grant from 
the HLF this week to help 
restore the Grade Il-listed 


chapel in Livingston Park in 
Epsom. 

The chapel has been owned 
by the council since 2004 and 
has stood empty for nearly 
two decades. 

The Arts and Heritage 
Society hopes to refurbish 
the chapel - which was pre¬ 
viously part of a group of 
local hospitals known as the 
Epsom Cluster, or the Horton 
Estate - while preserving the 
heritage of the chapel. 

Ian Reeves, the society’s 
chairman, believes the grant 


will mean they can prepare 
a feasibility study, prepare 
initial design work with an 
architect specialising in her¬ 
itage buildings, and conduct 
market research allowing 
residents to shape the pro¬ 
ject. 

Mr Reeves said: “The grant 
is a massive vote of confi¬ 
dence for our project. 

“Horton Chapel has excep¬ 
tional potential to become a 
vibrant and exciting centre 
of Epsom and Ewell’s cultur¬ 
al community life and this 


WILDLIFE rescuers were 
amazed when a rare Europe¬ 
an eagle owl arrived at their 
reception centre in Leather- 
head.

No pay rise 

A CASUAL glance at the front 
page of the Epsom Guardian of 
March 24, “Councillors in the 
Money” might have given the er¬ 
roneous impression that Epsom 
and Ewell Borough councillors 
had received a significant in¬ 
crease in allowances. 

Those venturing past the 
headline will of course have 


quickly come to realise that the 
article was referring to the rath¬ 
er large increases that Conserv¬ 
ative controlled Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council had awarded their 
leaders and cabinet members, 
as well as other County Council¬ 
lors, in recent times. 

However I can reassure read¬ 
ers that borough councillors 
in Epsom and Ewell have not 
benefited from such largesse at 
the council tax payers’ expense. 
In three out of the past four 
years the basic rate of council¬ 
lors allowances at Epsom and 
Ewell Borough Council has not 
increased at all and only in one 


year, 2013/14, did it increase by 
one per cent. In 2016/17 it is pro¬ 
posed that the basic council al¬ 
lowance will remain the same, at 
£ 3341.36, and will continue to be 
the second lowest of all Surrey 
Districts and Boroughs, behind 
only Runnymede. For the next 
year the basic allowance will 
therefore be just £33.05 higher 
than it was in 2012/13. 

I hope this information reas¬ 
sures residents that Epsom and 
Ewell Borough councillors have 
adopted a responsible approach 
to setting allowances.

Q l want to sell my home but I’m not sure whether to use an online or high street agent, 
what should I be aware of when making my decision? 



The main attraction of online agents is that their fees can be lower than high street agents. This is however 
reflected in the service you receive, which is less comprehensive and hands-on than traditional agents.

CREATIVES (marketing, 
advertising, PR, journalism 
or are artists, DJs or even 
City traders): Creatives should 
pack in lots of fruit and veg.

Civil War sees Marvel's favour¬ 
ite Marvel superheroes at log¬ 
gerheads, but why this rift be¬ 
tween friends and colleagues? 

The plot is fairly simple. 
Captain America/Steve Rogers 
(Chris Evans) is now leading the 
newly formed Avengers team 
fighting on behalf of mankind 
to make the world a safer place. 

The film opens with the team 
in Lagos battling to defeat a 
band of terrorists led by ex- 
Shield operative Brock Rumlow 
(Frank Grillo) last seen fighting 
with Falcon AKA Sam Wilson 
(Anthony Mackie) in The Winter 
Soldier now facially disfigured 
and under the name of Cross- 
bones. 

But saving the World comes 


at a cost. While battling with 
the bad guys, innocent residents 
die. Political pressure mounts to 
install a system of accountabili¬ 
ty for the Avengers headed by a 
governing body and the United 
Nations to oversee and direct 
the team. 

This new status quo does not 
sit well with Captain America 
and fractures the Avengers re¬ 
sulting in two camps - one led 
by Rogers and his desire for the 
Avengers to remain free to de¬ 
fend humanity without govern¬ 
ment interference and the other 
by Iron Man (Robert Downey 
Jr.)/Tony Stark's surprising de¬ 
cision to support government 
after his guilt trip with the crea¬ 
tion of Ultron. 


Following Avengers Assem¬ 
ble, Age of Ultron the Iron 
Man and Captain America 
stand-alone saga's the Marvel 
storylines could have started 
to turn a bit stale but with the 
creative direction of the Russo 
brothers and the writing skills 
of Christopher Markus and 
Stephen McFeely the film rarely 
lets you catch your breath. 

Anthony and Joe Russo also 
directed the action-packed The 
Winter Soldier and take this 
third adventure into darker, 
and quite violent territory, but 
that's not to say it doesn't have 
Marvel's trademark humorous 
moments. 

We have the usual Tony Stark 
quips but the highlight of the 


film for many fans is the inclu¬ 
sion of two of the most likeable 
characters — Ant-Man and our 
own friendly neighbourhood 
Spider-Man. 

Paul Rudd is a wise-crack¬ 
ing Ant-Man, starstruck 
at meeting his idol Cap¬ 
tain America, while south 
London actor Tom Holland pret¬ 
ty much steals the show after 
being recruited by Team Iron 
Man. 

As Falcon points out to Spidey 
in mid-fight: "There's usually not 
this much talk!" 

As an audience, we are left 
unsure which team to side with 
as they are broken up with some 
of our favourite characters in 
both camps. 


After Spider-Man, ass-kicking 
Black Panther (Chadwich Bose- 
man) is another welcome addi¬ 
tion to the cast, though let's just 
hope he lightens up for future 
outings. 

Apart from the Civil War go¬ 
ing on between old friends there 
is a behind the scene menace in 
the form of Zemo (Daniel Bruhl) 
who has his own agenda and is 
a kind of Marvel Lex Luthor. 

It all adds up to an abso¬ 
lute double popcorn munching 
gem to keep you wanting more 
(Avengers, not popcorn!) and 
with the Russo brothers signed 
on for Avengers: Infinity Wars 
1 and 2, there is plenty more 
where that came from.

Audi is the most upmarket 
mainstream Volkswagen Group 
brand and has always produced 
very desirable cars. While the 
other VW brands produce similar 


soft-roader estates - the Seat Leon 
XPerience, the VW Passat Alltrack, 
and the Skoda Octavia Scout-the 
A4 Allroad is the top of the pile. 

It's also the most technologically 
accomplished, thanks to its clever 
Quattro transmission. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: 
Estate cars are functional vehicles, 
designed to carry more passengers 
and luggage than hatchbacks 
and saloons. The A4 Allroad has a 
505-litre boot, which is capacious 
enough to carry dogs or large 
suitcases, expanding to 1,510 
with the rear seats folded down. 
Those rear seats can feel cramped 
for taller adults, though, as the 
chunky back supports of the front 
seats encroach on rear legroom.

be enough for any serious mud¬ 
plugging, and this model's affluent 
customer base can afford to buy a 
Range Rover or more serious Audi 
off-roader if it wanted to.
